I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  year  1972,  prepared  in  accordance  with  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  Circular  l/73» 


THE  STAFF 


There  were  some  changes  in  the  clerical  staff  during  the  year. 

The  Chief  Clerk,  Mr.  S.A.  Elsegood  resigned  on  22nd.  June,  1972  to  take  up 
a post  in  Norfolk,  and  he  was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  M.  Brisbane  on  7th,  August, 
1972. 

Mrs.  P.C.  Mayo  was  appointed  to  fill  a vacancy  on  3rd,  January,  1972  and 
Mrs.  M.  Chapman  resigned  on  7th,  April,  1972, 

Miss  A.J.  Windus  was  appointed  to  bring  the  office  up  to  strength  on 
3rd.  July,  1972. 


POPULATION 


The  estimated  population  of  the  District  was  41,760,  an  increase  of  410 
since  1971*  Ten  years  ago  the  estimated  population  was  35*580. 


BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS 


The  Birth-Rate  of  14.8  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  was  exactly 
the  same  as  last  year  and  for  the  first  time  was  the  same  as  the  Birth-Rate 
for  England  and  Wales. 


The  Death-Rate  of  9,1  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  was  as  usual 
well  below  the  national  figure  of  12.1, 


During  the  year  there  were  426  deaths.  Almost  exactly  half  of  them  were 
due  to  disease  of  the  heart  and  arteries.  Deaths  from  malignant  diseases, 
the  next  largest  cause,  came  to  94,  of  which  33  were  due  to  lung  cancer. 
This  last  figure  has  gone  up  by  11  in  the  last  two  years. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Only  24  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  in  1972  and  of  these 
13  were  measles.  It  is  doubtful  whether  this  figure  gives  an  accurate 
picture,  but  in  any  case  the  incidence  of  these  diseases  is  very  low 
in  this  day  and  age. 


MAIN  DRAINAGE 


Work  on  the  Western  Area  Drainage  scheme  continued  throughout  the  year. 
The  new  treatment  works  at  El  stead  was  commissioned  in  the  stammer  and  the 
whole  scheme  is  likely  to  be  finished  by  early  1973» 


The  Bramley  - Snowdenham  Links  scheme  was  completed  during  the  year.  The 
plans  for  draining  the  Central  Area  are  almost  ready  for  submission  to 
the  Department  of  the  Environment,  and  when  this  scheme  is  finished  by 
far  the  greater  part  of  the  whole  District  will  be  covered,  though  there 
will  still  be  a number  of  cesspools  to  be  emptied. 
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By  the  time  the  statistics  for  1973  have  been  worked  out  and  my  report  for  that 
year  is  finished,  people's  attention  will  he  focused  on  the  new  District  of 
Waverley  which  is  being  formed  by  the  amalgamation  of  Farnham  Urban  District 
Council,  Godaiming  Borough  Council,  Hambledon  Rural  District  Council  and 
Haslemere  Urban  District  Council. 

I have  therefore  taken  this  opportunity  to  look  back  over  the  past  fifty  years. 

The  Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  go  back  to  1921,  though  the 
Hambledon  Rural  District  Council  actually  came  into  existence  in  1894, 

I am  much  indebted  to  Miss  Elsie  H.  Tunnell  for  the  information  contained  in 
her  interesting  booklet  on  the  history  of  the  Hambledon  Rural  District  Council 
which  was  published  in  1962. 

In  the  year  1894  the  Boards  of  Guardians  who  administered  the  Poor  Law  became 
District  Councils  and  in  the  case  of  Rural  District  Councils  were  required  to 
appoint  a Clerk,  a Treasurer,  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  an  Inspector  of 
Nuisances. 

The  first  Clerk  (part-time)  to  be  appointed  was  Mr,  Ferdinand  Smallpiece,  His 
salary  was  £140  per  annum. 

The  Manager  of  Lloyds  Bank  was  appointed  Honorary  Treasurer  and  Dr,  George  Hall 
was  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (part-time)  at  a salary  of  £100  per 

annum. 

The  first  Inspector  of  Nuisances  was  Mr,  A.E.  Simmons  whose  salary  as  a full  time 
officer  was  £120  per  annum. 

There  was  also  a part-time  Byelaws  Surveyor  and  Roads  Surveyor. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Hambledon  Rural  District  Council  was  held  on 
3rd.  January,  1895>  but  there  is  no  record  of  how  long  it  lasted. 

The  District  has  been  served  by  5 Medical  Officers  of  Health.

Dr.  Hall's  report  for  1921,  the  earliest  that  I have,  starts  with  his  words  'The 
health  of  the  District  was  again  very  satisfactory, ' More  or  less  the  same  phrase 
appears  over  and  over  again  down  the  years,  though  in  1945  Dr,  Haine  varied  it  and 
wrote  'It  is  noteworthy  that  despite  five  years  of  the  war  general  health  has 
remained  extremely  good. ' 

There  has  been  little  variation  in  the  Death-Rate  which  was  8,9  per  1,000  of  the 
population  in  1921  and  9*1  per  1,000  in  1972.  In  the  early  1940 's  it  reached 
11.0  and  12.0  per  1,000,  but  it  has  always  been  below  the  national  figure. 

Similarly  the  infant  mortality  rate  has  always  been  below  the  national  figure. 

The  Birth-Rate  in  1921  was  15*6  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  14,8  per  1,000 
in  1972;  once  again  being  below  the  national  rates,  though  this  year  the  national 
figure  has  dropped  to  equal  ours. 

The  population  of  the  District  has  gone  up  between  the  Census  Years  of  1921  and 
1971  from  23,095  to  41,350.

As  the  figure  for  1941  was  an  estimate  in  the  middle  of  the  war  it  may  not  he 
strictly  comparable.

So  that  roughly  speaking  the  average  number  of  people  per  house  has  dropped  by 
one  in  fifty  years. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supplies  to  the  District  have  improved  considerably  over  the  years. 

In  1921  Dr.  Hall  noted  that  the  parishes  of  Alfold,  Elstead,  Hascombe,  Peperharow 
and  Thursley  were  supplied  from  wells,  often  of  a doubtful  nature  and  liable  to 
surface  pollution.  He  urged  the  Council  as  to  the  necessity  of  providing  the 
parishes  with  a new  and  efficient  water  supply. 

In  his  report  for  i960  Dr.  Haine  included  a detailed  survey  of  the  water  supplies 
to  the  area  and  his  opening  paragraph  reads  'In  general  the  whole  District  is 
covered  by  a public  supply  with  a relatively  small  number  of  private  wells  in 
remote  locations  only, ' However  he  noted  that  there  were  frequent  shortages  in 
the  area  of  the  Water  Board's  supply  and  then  water  carts  had  to  be  used  all  too 
frequently  to  relieve  the  situation.  The  gross  discolouration  by  iron  in  the 
water  supplied  mainly  to  Busbridge,  Hambledon,  Hascombe  and  Witley  also  gave  rise 
to  many  complaints. 

There  are  still  some  40  properties  which  continue  to  rely  on  well  water  and  also 
a number  of  private  supplies  which  often  give  rise  to  complaints  of  low  pressure. 

However  the  position  is  improving  all  the  time  and  recent  schemes  undertaken  by 
the  Water  Board  with  financial  support  from  the  Council  will  shortly  bear  fruit. 


DRAINAGE 


The  schemes  for  the  disposal  of  waste  water  and  sewage  have  lagged  far  behind 
the  schemes  to  provide  fresh  water  from  the  mains. 

Dr.  Hall,  in  his  1921  report,  says  that  the  more  populous  parishes  are  provided 
with  public  sewage  schemes,  viz.  : Bramley,  Cranleigh,  Shalford  and  Wonersh,  but 
that  pail  closets  and  cesspools  are  in  general  use  in  all  other  parishes. 

By  1934,  13  years  later,  there  had  been  little  change  and  in  his  report  for  that 
year  Dr.  Haine  wrote,  'As  the  rural  district  is  supplied  with  all  other  amenities 
of  town  life,  sewers,  even  though  the  most  expensive  of  services,  cannot  be  denied 
to  those  parts  which  are  becoming  built  up, ' 
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He  lists  Milford,  Churt,  Chiddingf old,  Ewhurst  and  Elstead  as  places  in  special 
need  of  drainage. 

Throughout  his  entire  tenure  of  office  Dr,  Ilaine  bemoaned  year  after  year  the  slow 
progress  that  was  being  made  in  providing  main  drainage  in  the  district  and  in  his 
final  report,  that  for  the  year  1961,  he  wrote  as  follows? 

'The  main  drainage  of  the  District  is  the  immediate  urgent  necessity.  The  large 
Elstead  scheme  has  been  completed,  the  Churt  scheme  almost  finished  and  will  he 
in  operation  during  1962,  Now  attention  is  directed  to  other  parishes  where  the 
urgency  has  rapidly  increased. ' 

He  mentions  Alfold  and  Dunsfold  too,  and  then  goes  on  to  say,  'The  Sewage  Works 
at  Cranleigh  have  been  overloaded  for  many  years  and  complete  reconstruction 
has  become  an  urgent  necessity, ' 

Dr.  Bennett  too  kept  up  with  variations  on  the  same  theme  till  at  last  the 
unremitting  effort  of  Mr.  Palmer  and  his  staff  began  to  he  rewarded  and  I see 
that  in  my  first  report,  that  for  1967*  I wrote?  'I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  new 
Works  at  Cranleigh  came  into  operation  in  February  and  that  the  drainage  schemes 
for  Alfold,  Dunsfold  and  Hascombe  are  all  functioning  satisfactorily,' 

Since  then  very  considerable  progress  has  been  made,  so  much  so  that  in  my  preamble 
to  this  years  report  I have  felt  able  to  say  that  if  and  when  the  Central  Area 
drainage  scheme  is  completed  the  greater  part  of  the  whole  district  will  be 

covered. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


The  pattern  of  the  incidence  of  serious  Infectious  Diseases  reflects  the  picture 
of  what  has  happened  in  this  country  as  a whole. 

The  diseases  that  caused  most  concern  to  Dr,  Hall  were  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria 
and  Tuberculosis. 

In  1921  there  were  45  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  17  cases  of  Diphtheria,  with  one 
death,  and  14  deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 

In  1931  there  were  28  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  26  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  13 
deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 

By  1938,  the  date  of  the  last  full  report  before  the  war,  the  figures  had  dropped 
to  17  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  no  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Dr,  Haine  reported  that 
this  was  the  first  year  in  which  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  has  occurred  in  the 
District, 

During  the  war  there  were  56  cases  of  Diphtheria  mainly  among  evacuees,  and  in 
1948  there  were  5 more,  two  of  them  being  imported.  These  were  the  last  cases 
to  occur  in  the  District, 

Although  the  decline  in  Scarlet  Fever  is  unexplained,  the  control  of  Diphtheria 
is  almost  certainly  due  to  the  introduction  of  Immunisation  against  this 
disease  in  1936. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register,  which  was  in  the  region  of 
125  - 150  before  the  war,  began  to  rise  in  1940  and  continued  to  rise  till  it 
reached  a peak  figure  of  344  in  1955, 

Since  then  it  has  declined  and  now  stands  at  about  85, 
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To  quote  from  a recent  report  by  The  Chief  Medical  Officer;- 

"The  prevalence  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  country  as  a whole  has  diminished 
dramatically  since  the  introduction  of  effective  chemotherapy. 

Nevertheless  it  is  still  one  of  the  commonest  notifiable  infections  in  Britain, 
exceeded  only  by  dysentry,  infective  jaundice,  measles  and  whooping  cough. 

It  now  occurs  most  often  in  the  elderly  British  male," 


In  the  1950* s Poliomyelitis  was  the  cause  of  considerable  concern  to  the 
department  and  it  is  one  of  the  success  stories  of  this  generation  that  it  was 
so  quickly  brought  under  control  by  widespread  Immunisation  against  the 
disease. 

With  the  introduction  of  Oral  vaccine  the  problem  of  administration  was  reduced 
to  a minimum. 

The  main  problems  of  the  Public  Health  Department  so  far  as  control  of 
Infectious  Disease  is  concerned  has  now  shifted  to  intestinal  infections. 

An  increasing  number  of  people  take  their  holidays  abroad  now  and  some  of  them 
return  with  infections  of  this  nature. 

Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fevers  are  endemic  all  round  the  Mediterranean  and 
some  of  the  "package  tours"  are  now  reaching  out  into  the  Cholera  belt. 

Even  though  there  is  little  risk  of  these  diseases  spreading  far  in  this 
country  there  are  usually  a number  of  contacts  to  be  followed  up  with  a 
special  emphasis  on  those  who  handle  food. 

Smallpox  remains  a highly  infectious  disease  and  although  it  is  now  very  rare 
in  this  country  it  certainly  "Hits  the  Headlines"  when  a case  does  occur. 

Not  the  least  of  our  worries  is  the  enormous  number  of  people  who  apply  for 
vaccination  certificates  to  be  stamped  in  a hurry  to  enable  them  to  go  on 
holiday  abroard. 


HOUSING 


The  story  of  the  Council’s  activities  in  the  field  of  housing  can  be  divided 
into  the  period  before  the  war  and  the  period  after. 

Before  the  war  the  emphasis  was  on  the  inspection  of  existing  houses  for  defects 
and  taking  the  necessary  steps  to  get  these  defects  remedied. 

However  some  building  went  on  and  in  1924  Dr,  Bonar  began  to  record  the  number 
of  new  houses  built  year  by  year. 

In  that  year  the  total  was  109j  of  which  some  were  built  with  State  Assistance 
under  the  Housing  Acts  1919?  1923/24;  his  entry  read  as  follows;- 

(i)  By  the  Local  Authority  Nil 

(ii)  By  other  bodies  or  persons  38 
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The  entry  Nil  for  the  Local  Authority  appears  again  for  the  next  four  years 
hut  in  1929  the  Local  Authority  built  6 houses. 

This  pattern  continued  and  in  his  report  for  193 4,  Dr,  Haine  wrote  ’’The  rate  of 
building  in  the  district  tends  to  accelerate,  155  new  houses  were  built  this 
year.  The  majority  of  these  are  not  of  the  type  suitable  for  the  lower  paid 
wage  earners,"  The  number  of  houses  built  by  the  Local  Authority  that  year  was 
again  Nil. 

As  a result  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1935  steps  were  taken  to  ascertain  the  amount 
of  overcrowding  in  the  district.  Two  extra  temporary  Sanitary  inspectors  were 
employed  and  the  necessary  survey  was  almost  completed  in  a single  year.  In 
1936  Dr,  Haine  reported  that  24  cases  of  overcrowding  had  been  discovered,  very 
few  of  them  serious  and  all  due  to  the  large  size  of  families  and  not  due  to 
subletting.  In  that  year  the  Local  Authority  built  85  new  houses. 

In  1937  the  Local  Authority’s  policy  on  housing  began  to  change  and  50  new 
houses  were  built  that  year  followed  by  54  in  1938,  Dr,  Haine  wrote  "It  is 
satisfactory  to  note  that  there  are  now  no  cases  of  overcrowding  in  the 
District. " 

However,  the  pre  war  reports  show  that  the  main  efforts  of  the  department  were 
concentrated  on  inspection  of  dwelling  houses,  which  were  being  visited  at  the 
rate  of  some  200  - 300  a year, 

t 

With  the  advent  of  the  war  new  building  came  virtually  to  a standstill  and 
little  reference  was  made  to  housing  till  in  1944  Dr.  Haine  wrote  "There  is  an 
acute  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  over  the  whole  of  the  District  by  reason 
of  the  increased  population  and  the  cessation  of  building  operations  throughout 
the  war  years," 

It  was  decided  to  proceed  with  a Housing  Survey  at  the  earliest  possible  moment 
and  extra  staff  was  engaged  for  the  purpose. 

In  1945  Dr.  Haine  wrote  "During  the  six  years  of  the  war  only  12  new  houses  were 
built,  8 of  them  by  the  Council.  There  is  now  considerable  overcrowding  and 
unsatisfactory  housing  conditions  were  rife.  More  than  500  applications  for 
Council  Houses  have  been  received  and  the  number  is  increasing  rapidly." 

The  Council  tackled  the  problem  with  vigour  and  decided  to  build  at  least  500 
permanent  houses  as  rapidly  as  possible  and  to  acquire  such  temporary 
prefabricated  ones  as  could  be  obtained. 

In  June  of  the  following  year  a Housing  Manager  was  appointed. 

Six  years  later,  in  1952,  Dr,  Haine  was  still  writing  that  the  demand  for 
housing  continued  to  be  pressing,  but  he  went  on  to  say  that  the  number  of  new 
houses  built  or  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year  showed  a considerable 
improvement  on  the  position  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year,  i,e.  170  houses 
in  1952  versus  132  in  1951, 

At  this  time  over  800  houses  had  been  built  by  the  Council  since  the  end  of 
the  war. 

By  1955  over  1,000  houses  had  been  built  and  with  the  introduction  of  the 
Housing  Subsidies  Bill  some  changes  were  made  in  the  Council's  house  building 
policy. 

The  rate  of  building  was  cut  down  and  applicants  were  not  accepted  on  the 
waiting  list  if  they  were  adequately  housed  already. 

Attention  was  directed  once  again  towards  the  condition  of  substandard  dwellings 
and  proposals  were  put  forward  for  the  demolition  of  121  unfit  houses  under  the 
heading  of  Slum  Clearance, 

Dr.  Haine  wrote  his  last  full  report  on  the  housing  situation  in  i960.  In  that 
year  he  stated  that  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme  had  been  completed.  Of  the 
original  121  houses  scheduled  for  demolition,,  85  had  in  fact  been  pulled  down 
but  36  had  been  salvaged. 
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He  noted  that  1,350  dwellings  had  been  built  by  the  Council  since  the  war  and 
that  apart  from  new  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  a tremendous  number  of 
old  properties  had  been  salvaged  and  brought  up  to  modern  standards. 

In  a moment  of  satisfaction  he  wrote  "These  vastly  improved  housing  conditions 
must  make  a tremendous  contribution  to  the  general  public  health," 

From  then  on  building  continued  steadily  in  both  the  private  and  public  sector 
and  well  over  100  visits  a year  were  made  by  the  Health  Inspectors  in  connection 
with  improvement  grants. 

The  report  for  1965  records  that  1,750  houses  had  been  built  by  the  Council 
since  the  war  and  over  600  Discretionary  Grants  had  been  approved  since  the 
inception  of  the  scheme  in  1954, 

The  figure  for  1972  given  in  the  body  of  this  report,  shows  that  the  inexorable 
process  goes  on  and  on,  50  new  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  in  1972  with 
36  in  the  course  of  erection  and  l6l  were  built  privately  with  281  in  the 
course  of  erection. 

Parts  of  the  District  have  changed  out  of  all  recognition  during  the  past  25 
years.  The  Council  alone  has  built  2,154  houses,  over  600  of  them  in 
Cranleigh  and  some  500  in  Milford  and  Witley,  but  at  the  end  of  all  this  effort 
the  number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting  list,  1,242,  has  never  been  so  high. 

There  is  an  increasing  need  for  smaller  specially  designed  residential 
accommodation  for  the  elderly.  In  the  last  few  years  Hambledon  Rural  District 
Council  has  made  a great  contribution  to  meeting  this  need  in  the  District, 

Three  centres  act  as  distribution  centres  for  meals  on  wheels.  A local  catering 
establishment  provides  meals  for  the  residents  at  Dower  House  and  Dorlcote  as 
well  as  acting  as  the  distribution  centre  for  Meals  on  Wheels  in  the  Witley  area. 

In  1971  fifteen  one  bedroom  bungalows  were  constructed  at  Pathfield  Close, 

Chiddingf old.  Previously  35  bungalows  and  flatlets  had  been  built  at  Springhaven, 
Elstead  and  a residential  community  centre  of  old  people  is  provided  at  The 
Glebe,  Ewhurst,  The  last  two  of  these  have  a Good  Neighbour  service  for  emergency 
purposes  during  the  hours  of  darkness. 

All  existing  elderly  persons  bungalows  and  flats  have  been  provided  with  central 
heating,  double  glazing,  fibre  glass  roof  insulation  and  foam  cavity  wall 
insulation. 

In  all  818  units  for  elderly  persons  have  been  provided  by  Hambledon  Rural  District 
Council  which  is  a very  creditable  achievement. 


THE  WAR 

No  review  of  this  nature  would  be  complete  without  reference  to  the  war  years. 

In  his  report  for  1938  Dr.  Haine  wrote  "Air  Raid  Precautions  dominated  all  other 
matters,  especially  following  the  September  crisis,"  In  1939  he  wrote  a very 
full  account  of  the  measures  taken  under  the  Government  Evacuation  Scheme, 

He  recorded  that  the  medical  examination  of  all  evacuees  on  arrival  in  the 
District  proved  to  be  of  great  benefit  by  sorting  out  immediately  children 
suffering  from  infectious  or  contagious  diseases  and  discovering  at  any  rate 
the  majority  of  those  infested  by  lice, 

167  children  and  adults  were  found  to  need  treatment,  mainly  for  skin  trouble 
such  as  spots,  rashes  and  Impetigo,  28  verminous  heads  and  bodies,  32 
discharging  eyes  and  7 sore  throats.  There  were  also  3 cases  of  scabies,  and 
5 cases  of  Chicken  Pox,  A small  amount  of  emergency  hospital  accommodation 
had  been  prepared  in  advance,  but  it  was  immediately  evident  that  this  was 
inadequate. 
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Accordingly  two  emergency  sick  bays  were  established,  uninhabited  private 
houses  being  requisitioned  for  the  purposes  Kilmory,  Cranleigh,  with 
accommodation  for  21  patients  and  Lon;;  Acre,  Shamley  Green  with  accommodation 
for  27  patients. 

These  two  sick  bays  served  a very  useful  purpose  throughout  the  war  and 
afterwards  till  they  were  closed  in  1946,  by  which  time  most  of  the  evacuees 
had  returned  home. 

I see  that  in  1944  and  1945  a total  of  398  cases  were  admitted,  including 
Measles  97»  Chicken  Pox  79 » Ringworm  27,  impetigo  21,  and  Mumps  15,  all 
difficult  conditions  to  treat  when  living  under  crowded  conditions  as 
involuntary  guests. 

In  his  preface  to  his  report  for  1944  Dr,  Haine  wrote  "It  is  noteworthy  that 
despite  five  years  of  war  general  health  has  remained  extremely  good.  The 
birth  rate  has  continued  to  increase  and  is  higher  than  at  any  time  since 
1925,  while  the  Infant  Mortality  and  Maternal  Mortality  have  declined. 
Infectious  disease  has  been  much  less  than  expected  and  no  serious  epidemics 
have  occured." 

Nevertheless  as  I mentioned  earlier  on  there  was  a steady  increase  in 
Tuberculosis  - The  number  on  the  register  in  1938  being  128  whereas  ten  years 
later  it  was  251. 

Dr.  Haine  paid  tribute  to  the  work  of  the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  who  was 
appointed  in  1940  and  who  visited  all  evacuees  where  there  were  billeting 
difficulties  or  when  there  were  psychological  problems. 


In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support. 

My  thanks  also  go  to  Dr,  Fox-Russell,  Mr,  Hay  and  the  other  members  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  loyal  support  at  all  times. 

My  tenure  of  office  has  not  been  very  long  but  I have  found  it  rewarding  and 
I am  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Council  and  to  my  colleagues  for  their 
invariable  courtesy  and  help  during  my  six  years  with  Hambledon  Rural  District 
Council.

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HAMBEEDON  CARE  COMMITTEE  FOR  TUBERCULOSIS  AND  CHEST  DISEASES 


The  Committee  met  twice  during  the  year  and  once  again  sixteen  cases  were 
considered  and  all  were  given  assistance*  It  is  pure  coincidence  that  the 
number  is  exactly  the  same  as  last  year* 


Most  cases  are  referred  by  the  Social  Workers  and  are  dealt  with  as  they  arise 
by  the  Honorary  Medical  Adviser  in  consultation  with  the  Chairman.  However  there 
are  five  long  standing  cases  who  have  received  extra  milk  daily  for  some  years* 
The  cost  to  the  Committee  in  these  cases  is  paid  out  via  the  Social  Services 
Department  and  then  recouped  from  the  Standing  Conference. 


At  the  present  time  we  are  still  dealing  with  two  Area  Social  Work  Directors 
hut  after  "Reorganisation"  it  is  proposed  to  change  the  boundaries  of  the 
Social  Work  Areas  so  as  to  conform  with  the  boundaries  of  the  new  District 
Authorities.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


Surrey  County  Council  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  continue  to  offer  primary 
immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  - 
these  may  also  he  arranged  through  the  family  doctors. 


Smallpox  vaccination  is  not  now  offered  as  a routine  procedure  hut  parents 
wishing  to  have  their  baby  or  child  vaccinated  may  do  so  by  request.  Those 
travelling  to  countries  or  areas  where  Smallpox  occurs  should  seek  advice 
before  travelling. 


A reduction  in  the  total  number  of  cases  of  Measles  can  he  maintained  if 
parents  take  advantage  of  the  Measles  immunisation  being  offered  to  infants 
and  young  children. 


Immunisation  against  German  Measles  offers  a release  from  the  fear  of  young 
pregnant  women  suffering  this  infection. 


At  13  and  upwards  B.C.G.  is  offered  to  all  school  children  both  at  state 
and  private  schools  by  arrangement  with  the  County  School  Health  Service. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  District  is  supplied  to  the  east  and  centre  by  the  West  Surrey  Water  Board 
and  in  the  west  by  the  Mid  Southern  Water  Board.  Regular  analysis  of  the 
supplies  have  been  carried  out  and  found  to  he  satisfactory. 

There  are  still  a number  of  private  supplies  in  the  area  the  more  important  of 
which  are  as  under.  The  total  number  of  samples  taken  in  1972  was  57.

The  private  supplies  cause  a certain  amount  of  anxiety  to  the  Public  Health 
Department  from  time  to  time  as  their  sources  are  liable  to  contamination  and 
no  special  arrangements  are  provided  for  ensuring  that  the  water  is  safe  to 
drink. 

The  general  background  of  the  supplies  is  similar  in  that  they  used  to  provide 
water  for  large  estates  which  were  outside  the  supply  area  of  the  various  small 
water  companies.  Private  sources  were  found  and  water  was  supplied  to  the  main 
house  and  cottages  of  the  estate  employees.  The  estates  have  been  broken  up  and 
the  cottages  sold  off. 

Connections  have  been  made  to  the  main  laid  to  replace  the  Keffolds  supply  in 
the  Grayswood  area  and  during  the  year  a main  in  lieu  of  the  Furnace  Place  , 
Chiddingfold  supply  was  laid.  Connections  to  this  new  main  are  in  hand. 

Some  minor  renewals  and  extensions  of  existing  main  to  improve  pressure  or 
supply  mains  water  for  the  first  time  have  also  been  under  consideration. 

There  will  remain  some  31  properties  which  will  continue  to  rely  on  well 
supplies  because  of  uneconomical  distances  from  the  main.

Each  has  a resident  warden. 


The  Council  has  provided  a Mini-Bus,  stationed  at  Dorlcote,  Witley  to  enable 
some  of  the  residents  living  in  Dorlcote,  Witley  Unit  and  other  elderly  persons 
in  the  village  to  he  taken  to  the  Dower  House  for  a meal.  This  bus  can  also  be 
used  for  transporting  any  of  the  elderly  in  the  Milford,  Witley  and  surrounding 
parishes  to  functions  in  the  Units  or  any  function  in  the  various  parishes. 

Since  March,  1972  a Chiropody  service  has  been  operating  at  the  Chiropody  Room 
provided  by  the  Council,  adjoining  the  Good  Neighbour  House,  No,  17,  Springhaven, 
Elstead.  The  Council  also  provided  the  equipment. 


Mrs.  M.  Ford  of  the  Council's  Public  Relations  Section  is  undertaking  the 
preparation  of  a list  of  all  elderly  persons  in  the  Rural  District  that  might 
need  help  in  times  of  fuel  cuts,  floods  or  any  other  emergency. 


REGISTER  OF  ELDERLY  PERSONS 


The  need  to  establish  some  record  of  elderly  persons  in  the  Rural  District 
was  highlighted  by  the  difficulties  experienced  by  people  in  this  age  group, 
during  the  power  cuts  in  the  winter  of  1972,  when  it  was  felt  that  more  help 
could  have  been  offered  if  the  whereabouts  of  people  in  private  accommodation 
had  been  known. 


During  the  year,  the  District  Council  has  gradually  been  compiling  lists  of 
the  elderly  in  each  village  from  information  supplied  by  local  sources  such 
as  Parish  Clerks,  Organisations  for  the  Elderly  and  from  the  lists  of 
applicants  for  concessionary  bus  fares,  and  the  process  is  still  continuing. 

Only  minimal  information  has  been  recorded,  such  as  age  group  and  name  of 
contact  for  those  living  alone.  As  the  register  is  extended  it  is  hoped  to 
obtain  more  specific  information,  which  of  course,  will  only  he  recorded 
with  the  full  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  people  concerned. 

All  information  is  and  will  remain  confidential  and  will  only  he  used  for 
the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended,  i,e,  assistance  in  times  of  need. 
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CONCESSIONARY  BUS  FARES  FOR  ELDERLY,  BLIND  AMD  DISABLED  PERSONS 


As  from  1st.  October,  1972  a Concessionary  bus  fares  scheme  has  been  operated 
in  the  Hambledon  Rural  District  on  the  buses  of  the  Thames  Valley  and 
Aldershot  Omnibus  Company  Limited. 


The  concession  is  available  to  all  residents  of  the  Hambledon  Rural  District 
who  ares- 


(a)  Women  over  60  years. 

(b)  Men  over  65  years. 

(c)  Blind  or  Disabled  (whose  ability  to  walk  is  seriously 

impaired)  of  any  age,  who  are 
registered  with  the  Surrey  County 
Council . 


Books  of  tokens  to  the  value  of  £3.00  in  units  of  3p  are  issued  to  people  in 
the  above  groups.  These  tokens,  which  are  valid  for  one  year  can  be  used  for 
any  journeys  starting  and  finishing  in  the  Rural  District,  subject  to  a 
maximum  of  15p  value  of  tokens  being  used  in  any  one  journey. 


To  date  over  3>000  books  of  tokens  have  been  issued.

COMMENTS 


The  process  plants  generally  cater  for  the  "Fresh  Trade"  and  birds  are  sold 
uneviscerated. 

Although  no  birds  are  destined  for  the  export  trade,  attention  to  the  E.E.C. 
standards  of  slaughter  have  been  brought  to  the  owners.  Improvements  are 
constantly  stressed  and  instigated. 

The  system  of  using  personnel  as  spotters  is  in  use  and  regular  visits  to 
the  premises  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  have  been  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  Circular  22/61.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 


Refuse  was  collected  weekly  throughout  the  District  during  the  year.  The  use 
of  plastic  sacks  is  now  well  established  and  there  were  very  few  complaints. 

Some  householders  still  persist  in  filling  their  sacks  with  lawn  mowings, 
hedge  trimmings  and  weeds  which  cannot  he  collected  as  household  refuse. 

The  number  of  requests  for  the  removal  of  bulky  items  of  refuse  and  old  cars 
continues  to  increase.  During  the  year  165  special  collections  were  made  and 
79  old  cars  collected. 

A free  collection  of  bulky  items  was  made  from  the  kerbside  in  the  following 
villages:-  Hamhledon,  Bushridge,  Hascombe,  Dunsfold,  Bramley,  Alfold,  Cranleigh 
Ewhurst  and  Wonersh.  During  the  last  two  years  the  whole  district  has  received 
a free  collection  of  this  nature  and  this  service  has  proved  so  successful 
that  it  is  proposed  to  cover  the  whole  district  again  during  the  next  financial 
year. 

Increasing  use  was  made  of  the  amenity  hays  at  Cranleigh  and  Witley  for  the 
disposal  of  unwanted  refuse  and  cars,  especially  at  weekends. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Cranleigh,  the  refuse  collected 
in  the  Western  part  of  the  district  being  reloaded  at  Witley  Depot  and 
transferred  to  Cranleigh,  a journey  of  some  ten  miles  each  way. 

Some  depositing  of  litter  throughout  the  district  is  still  carried  on,  but 
this  is  now  less  than  in  previous  years  and  the  improvement  in  the  refuse 
collection  service,  the  provision  of  Civic  Amenity  Bays  and  special 
collections,  together  with  the  Anti-Litter  Campaign  appears  to  have  brought 
about  an  improvement  in  this  respect. 


CLEANSING  OF  CESSPOOLS 


The  emptying  of  cesspools  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year.  The  demand  was  as  great  as  ever,  and,  as  in  1970  and  1971 » over  6,000 
cesspools  were  emptied.  Cesspool  contents  from  cesspools  in  the  Western 
part  of  the  district  is  discharged  partly  on  agricultural  land  and  partly  at 
Elstead  Water  Control  Works  and  in  the  eastern  part  at  the  Elmbridge  Water 
Control  Works  at  Cranleigh. 

The  average  distance  travelled  to  discharge  a load  is  10.8  miles.
